ARTICLE  I 


NAME 


The  Caps  Feah  Golf  Club,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  which  this  Constitution  is  adopted,  wa^ 
organized  March  21,  1896. 

ARTICLE  II 

GOVERNMENT 

Section  1.  The  government  of  the  Club  shall 
be  vested  in  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer and  Captain,  who,  with  three 
other  members,  shall  constitute  the  Governing 
Board. 

Sec.  2.  Officers  and  members  of  the  Govern- 
ing Board  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting, 
to  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governing  Board  shall  have  gen- 
eral control  of  the  Club,  its  propertj^,  finances, 
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etc.,— shall  interpret  and  enforce  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  and  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  not  inconsistent  therewith,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  Club's  welfare.  It  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  impose  and  en- 
force fines  and  penalties,  including  expulsion  if 
necessary,  for  violation  of  Club  regulations. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governing  Board  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  occuring  among  the  offi- 
cers and  members  of  the  Board  for  the  unexpired 
term,  and  shall  have  power  to  expell  a  member 
for  cause,  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  full  mem- 
bership. 

ARTICLE  III 

DUTIES   OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  and  exercise  the  customery  functions 
of  a  presiding  officer.  He  shall,  with  the  Sec- 
retary, sign  all  official  papers  authorized  by  the 
Governing  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  case  of  the  latter's  ab- 
sence or  inability  to  act. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  meetings  and  proceedings  of  the  Club  and  of 
the  Governing  Board,  and  of  all  other  matters 


of  which  a  record  shall  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Governing  Board,  which  record  shall 
at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  any  member  of  the  Club.  He 
shall  also  attend  to  posting  on  the  bulletin 
board  such  notices  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Governing  Board,  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  records  pertaining  to  the  introduction  and 
privileges  of  the  visitors.  He  shall  conduct  all 
the  ofHcial  correspondence  of  the  Club  (except 
such  as  shall  fall  within  the  duties  of  the  Captain, 
hereinafter  defined)  and  keep  a  file  of  such  cor- 
respondence, issue  all  notices  and  invitations, 
and  receive  in  writing  complaints  from  members, 
which  he  shall  present  to  the  Governing  Board 
or  the  Chairman  of  such  standing  Committee 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Club,  receive  all  dues  and  moneys, 
pay  all  bills  approved  by  the  Governing  Board, 
and  keep  vouchers.  He  shall  report  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Club  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Governing  Board  and  submit  a  detailed  report, 
approved  by  the  Governing  Board,  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  mail  a  bill  for  semi- 
annual dues  to  each  member  of  the  Club  on  the 
1st  day  of  October  and  April  of  each  year.     He 
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shall  mail  bills  marked  ' 'duplicate"  on  the  15th 
day  of  October  and  April,  for  all  unpaid  dues, 
and  on  the  1st  day  of  November  and  May  he 
shall  post  on  the  bulletin  board  at  the  Club 
House  the  names  of  members  who  are  in  arrears 
and  the  amounts. 

Members  preferring  to  do  so  may  pay  dues 
monthly: 

Section  5.  The  Captain  shall  be  Chairman  of 
the  Greens  Committee.  He  shall  in  conjunction 
with  the  Committee  select  the  Club  team,  ar- 
rang:e  such  matches  as  it  shall  play  and  attend  to 
the  correspondence  relative  thereto.  On  the 
day  such  matches  are  played  on  the  home  course, 
he  shall  fix  the  hours  of  their  commencement, 
and  shall  have  full  control  of  the  course  during- 
the  time  occupied  in  playing  the  match. 

ARTICLE  IV 

MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  each  year, 
at  8:30  p.  m.  Written  notices  of  such  meeting 
shall  be  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Club  at 
least  three  days  in  advance. 

Candidates  for  office  and  for  membership  on 
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the   Governing"  Board  shall   be   voted  for   by 
ballot. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Club  may  be 
called  by  the  President  whenever  he  may  deem 
necessar,y,  and  shall  be  called  by  him  upon  a 
written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  3.  Keg-ular  meetings  of  the  Governing 
Board  shall  be  held  in  the  first  week  of  each 
month  between  October  1st  and  May  1st. 
Special  meetings  of  the  Governing  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President  whenever  he  may 
deem  necessary,  and  shall  be  called  by  him  u.pon 
the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the 
Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings 
shall  be: 

1.— KoU  Call. 

2. — Reading  of  minutes. 

3. — Eeports  of  Officers. 

4. — Reports  of  Committees. 

5. — Elections  and  Resignations. 

6.— Miscellaneous  business. 

ARTICLE  V 

QUORUM 

Section.  1.     Ten  members  present  in  person 
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shall   constitute  a   quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  2.  Five  members  of  the  Governing 
Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  at  meetings  of  the  board. 

ARTICLE  VI 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section.  1.  Members  of  the  Club  shall  be  clas- 
sified as  Full  Members,  Associate  Members  and 
Non-Resident  Members.  No  person  under  six- 
teen years  of  age  shall  be  eligible  to  member- 
ship. The  number  of  Full  Members  shall  be 
limited  to  one  hundred,  and  of  Associate  Mem- 
bers, to  one  hundred. 

Sec.  2.  Full  Members  alone  shall  have  the 
right  to  vote  and  to  hold  office. 

Sec.  3.  The  Full  Member  class  shall  be  made 
up  of  all  men  members  residing  within  a  ten 
mile  radius  of  the  Club  House  and  such  lady  and 
non-resident  members  as  may  elect  to  join  this 
class.  The  Associate  Member  class  shall  be  made 
up  of  all  ladies  except  those  who  elect  to  become 
Full  Members.  The  Non-Resident  Member 
class  shall  consist  of  such  men  living  beyond  a 
ten  mile  radius  as  may  be  admitted  to  the  Club 
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and  do  not  desire  to  become  Full  Members. 
Full  membership  shall  confer  privileges  of  As- 
sociate Member,  except  that  of  voting,  on  one 
lady  of  such  Full  Member's  immediate  family. 
Full  member's  immediate  famil^^  to  consist  of  a 
member's  wife,  unmarried  daughter  or  sister, 
residing  in  his  home. 

Sec.  4.  The  names  of  persons  proposed  for 
membership,  together  with  the  names  of  the  pro- 
poser and  an  least  two  endorsers,  shall  be  handed 
to  the  Secretary  and  by  him  posted  on  the  bul- 
letin board  and  entered  in  a  balloting  book  to  be 
kept  for  the  purpose,  then  becoming  subject  to 
ballot  by  the  members. 

Sec.  5.  Balloting  shall  be  by  white  and 
black  balls,  for  affirmative  and  negative  votes, 
respectively,  desosited  by  members  in  a  recepta- 
cle prepared  for  the  purpose,  and  three  nega- 
tive votes  shall  reject.  Each  member  when  vot- 
ing for  a  candidate  must  record  his  name  in  a 
book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

Associate  Members  shall  have  the  right  to  vote 
for  members  of  their  class. 

The  period  of  balloting  shall  be  ten  days,  at 
the  end  of  which  time  the  vote  shall  be  counted 
by  the  House  Committee  and  the  result  an- 
nounced.     An  election  to  membership,  to  be 
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valid,  must  have  at  least  ten  votes  cast.  A 
rejected  candidate  shall  not  again  be  proposed 
for  membership  except  with  approval  of  Gov- 
erning Board. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  Vvdshing  to  resign  must 
do  so  in  writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  and 
said  resignation  shall  not  be  accepted  untill  all 
indebtedness  of  such  member  to  the  Club  has 
l)een  discharged.  Persons  resigning  or  other- 
wise ceasing  to  be  members  of  the  Club  shall 
forfeit  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  its  property 
and  funds. 

Sec.  7.  Members  failing  to  pay  their  indebt- 
edness to  the  Club  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Constitution  and  By-Law^s,  or 
who  fail  to  pay  their  dues  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  upon  which  they  are  due,  shall  be 
considered  in  arrears.  The  names  of  such  mem- 
bers, together  with  the  amount  of  indebtedness, 
shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board.  If  such 
arrears  remain  unpaid  for  ten  days  thereafter, 
such  members  shall  be  notified  to  appear  before 
the  Governing  Board,  to  show  cause  why  they 
should  not  be  expelled  from  the  Club  for  non- 
payment of  pecuniary  obligations. 

Sec.  8.     Names  proposed  for  Members  or  As- 
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sociate  Members  shall  be  recorded  as  received 
and  names  posted  for  balloting. 

Sec.  9.  Members  shall  qualify  as  such  by 
signing  the  Constitution,  and  paying  the  initia- 
tion fee  and  current  dues.  This  provision  ap- 
plies to  present  membership  in  regard  to  Con- 
stitution only. 

ARTICLE  VII 

INITIATION  FES  AND  DUES 

Section,  1.  The  initiation  fee  for  Full  Mem- 
bers shall  be  Fifteen  Dollars  ($15.00);  for  Non- 
Resident  Members,  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00);  and  for 
Associate  Members,  Five  Dollars  ($5.00);  pa,yable 
on  notification  of  election. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  dues  shall  be  Fourteen 
Dollars  ($14.00);  for  Full  Members,  Six  Dollai^s 
($6.00);  for  Non-Resident  Members,  and  Six 
Dollars  ($6.00);  for  Associate  Members:  payable 
semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of 
October  and  April,  or,  at  the  Member's  option, 
monthly  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  each 
month.  Dues  shall  commence  with  the  current 
semi-annual  term  in  which  the  election  of  the 
member  takes  place. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

COMMITTEES 

The  President  shall  appoint,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Governing  Board,  the  follow- 
ing" standing  Committees,  to  serve  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed. 

(1).  A  House  Committee  of  three  from  the 
Governing  Board  and  six  from  Associate  Mem- 
bers, which  shall  have  charge  of  the  Club  House 
and  furniture,  with  power  to  make  and  enforce 
rules  with  regard  to  the  use  of  the  same  and  to 
order  such  repairs  and  supplies  as  may  be 
necessary. 

(2).  A  Greens  Committee  of  three  from  the 
Governing  Board,  which  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  course,  with  power  to  make 
necessary  expenditures  on  course,  make  and  en- 
force ground  rules  and  arrange  for  tournaments 
and  matches,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Governing  Board.  The  Captain  shall  be  Chir- 
man  of  this  Committee. 

Vacancies  occurring  on  either  of  the  above 
Committees  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  President,  subject  to  confirmation  as  in  case 
of  the  original  appointment. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

ALLOTMENTS 

At  its  first  reg-ular  meeting  in  October,  each 
year,  the  Governing*  Board  shall  allot  from  the 
funds  of  the  Club,  specified  sums  for  the  use  of 
the  respective  committees  for  the  season  then 
current,  and  no  committee  shall  make  expendi- 
tures or  incur  obligations  exceeding  its  allot- 
ment except  upon  express  authority  from  the 
Governing  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  enter 
to  the  credit  of  the  respective  committees  the 
amounts  so  alloted  for  their  use,  and  shall  entei- 
the  expenditures  made  by  each  committee  as  a 
charge  against  the  allotment  to  such  committee. 

ARTICLE  X 

COMPLAINTS 

All  complaints  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  not  recog- 
nize complaints  made  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  XI 

VISITORS 

Section  1.  Any  member  may,  by  applying 
to  the  Secretary,  procure  an  admission  ticket 
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for  two  weeks  for  any  non-resident  visitor,  but 
tickets  shall  not  be  issued  to  such  non-residents 
oftener  than  once  in  sixty  days,  provided,  that  a 
ticket  issued  to  a  lady  under  the  above  provision 
may  be  extended  in  the  discretion  of  the  House 
Committee,  upon  application.  Men  visitors 
^^taying  longer  than  two  weeks  may  have  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  upon  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  ($1.00)  per  week  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  A  member  may  introduce  anyone  to 
the  Club  House  and  grounds  for  one  day  by 
entering  his  or  her  name  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  but  the  same  person  shall  not  be 
introduced  oftener  than  once  in  ninety  days  un- 
less such  i^erson  resides  at  a  distance  not  less 
than  tto  miles  from  the  Club  House,  in  which 
case  the  period  of  limitation  shall  be  thirty 
days. 

ARTICLE  Xn 

BALLOTING 

Seceion,  1.  Balloting  on  any  question  subject 
to  ballot  by  members,  excepting  on  the  admission 
of  applicants  for  membership,  shall  be  in  such 
form  as  may  be  provided  by  By-Law,  pro- 
vided, that  in  any  balloting  proxies  shall  not  be 
recognized,  and  provided  further,  that  in  the 
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discretion  of  the  Governing"  Board  balloting  ma j 
be  by  written  ballot  sig-ned  by  the  member  and 
forwarded  by  mail. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  of  this  Club  may  be  amended 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Full  Members 
present  at  any  annual  meeting*,  or  at  a  special 
meeting*  of  the  Club  called  for  that  purpose, 
provided  that  the  amendments  proposed  have 
l>een  first  submitted  to  the  Governinof  Board 
and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board.
